DILLARD’S GYM 
GUTTED BY FIRE 

Over $50,000 Damage 
Is Estimated 

Picture in Sec. 1, Page 4 
A fire Saturday gutted the 
$200,000 Dillard University gym- 
nasium behind the Gentilly 
blvd. campus, sending flames 
100 feet high while it burned out 
of control for nearly two hours. 

Fire Superintendent Arthur 
J. Heyd estimated damage at 
more than $50,000, but said 
that the walls, which re- 
mained standing, may have 
to be demolished for recon- 
struction. 

Flames rose when the heavy 
roof of the concrete block and 
brick structure collapsed about 
30 minutes after fire was dis- 
covered. 

GIRL COLLAPSES 
A student, Miss Carol Ann 
Moore, collapsed while watch- 
ing the blaze. She was later re- 
ported in fair condition at Flint- 
Goodridge Hospital. 

Dr. Albert W. Dent, univer- 
sity president, said the blaze 
was discovered about 1 a. m. 
by a security guard. 

The guard had locked the 
gym at 11:30 p. m. after a bas- 
ketball game, he said. 

Dr. Dent said the watchman 
called the fire department after 
he saw smoke coming through 
the roof. 

FIRE EQUIPMENT 
Twenty-six pieces of fire- 
fighting equipment were sent to 
the blaze, which was brought 
under control at 3:15 a. m. The 
equipment included 12 pump- 
ers and three hook-and-ladder 
trucks. 

Heyd said there was fire 
over most of the gymnasium by 
the time efforts to control the 
blaze began. He said the fire’s 
cause was not immediately de- 
termined, but an investigation 
would continue.
